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A NEW DEMOCRAT WAGON. 
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HORSE, 6 YEARS OLD, 
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REPORTED CAPTURE OF THE “NORTH- 
COTE” BY THE REBELS! 


Just before going to press a report reached 
here that the steamer Northcote has boon 
captured by the rebels. About half the 
Midland Battalion were on board, including 
the Company from Hastings county, Fur- 
ther particulars will be with 
anxiety 

Tho Northcote left Saskatchowan Landing 
north of Swift Current, last Wedr 
and ought to have been at Clarke's ou 
urday night at the latest. Chief Factor 
Macdonald said before sho started that the 
rebela would probably throw a boom across 
the narrow channel of navigation and stop 
her. She carries ammunition and supplies 
of all kinds for Gen, Middleton and also for 
Battleford. 

A despatch from Fort Qu'Appelle dated 
April 28th, says 

Considerable uneasiness is felt over the 
non-arrival of the supply steamer Northcote 
at Clarke's Croasing with a wing of the 
Midland Battalion, under Col. Williams. 
It is rumored that she has grounded, but if 
it were the case Col, Williams would no 
doubt have despatched a messenger with 
the news. It is generally believed that the 
rebels occupy the woos on oach side of the 
river from a little above the Elbow to the 
old Moose Ferry and beyond. ‘Tho troops 
would have to clear the way for the boat. 
The banks of the river are dish-shaped and 
about 250 feot high. The woods are dense 
thickets of small evergreens, with hazel, 
poplar, birch and cotton wood, and in the 
sandy ravines the rebels would doybtless 
scoop out rifle pits. ‘The troops have a Gat-

A DESPERATE FIGHT. 
Complete Rout of the Enemy. 


await 


CraKkr's Crossing, N.W.T,, April 24 via 
Winsipea, April Tho battle, to-day, 
resulted in the complete rout of the rebels, 
althongh not without heavy loss to our 
troops. Ata quarter past nine this morn- 
ing, our scouts were mot on the open plain, 
‘a thousand yards wide, fringed on both 
sides with poplar bluffs, in the centre of

poured a heavy fire, No, 6 Company was 
ordered to advance tu the blu facing the 
ior Buchan, 
extending to the right in skirmishing order, 
supported by No, 1 Company under Capt. 
Forrest, In the meantime part of No. 5 
pmpany, When about a quarter of a mile 
distant, Wore met by a heavy fire from. the 
ravine, the rebels having another force post- 
el there. The troops requiring support re- 
tired a short «distance until the ‘Toronto 
School of Infantry and another company of 
the Nineticth reinforced them, They then 
advanced throngh the bush to the open he- 
yoni, Mure hot firing took place, but the 
Tadians and half-breeds adopting the tactics 
of ambush fighting the forces were ordered 
not to fire until they obtained glimpses of 
the enemy and. tlien fire hy volleys, This 
they did, and after about an hours’ inter- 
change of shots the rebel fire slackened and 
the war cry of the Indians which had almost 
continuously been rendered during early 
part of the light became less frequent, The 
rebels fought determinedly, and at one tine 
the opposing forces were within thirty yards 
of each other, The rebels’ fire was most 
deadly, Many on both sides were. wound- 
ed. Finally, the forces drove the rebels to 
the ravine, down which they retreated, fifty 
or sixty in number, A parting volley was 
given them, and the volunteers, with che 
rushed down the ravine, pursuing the flying 
enemy who disappeared mm disorder among 
the bluffs. The recall was sounded by Ma- 
jor Buchan, the volunteers retire, and the 
artillory was turned ou the retiring enemy 
anil on the position to which they were evi- 
dently retreating. 
Our strongth on the right flank was 76 of 
tho Ninetieth and the School of Infantry. 
They advanced on the revels, who remained 
in their stronghold in tho centre, where, 
hid in the rifle pits, they became targets 
for the two guns of A Battery, but they 
wero 40 wll concealed that they coull not 
be dislodged, Companies 2 and three of 
the Ninetieth extended out to the extreme 
left toward the river to outflank the rebels. 
When crossing the ravine the rebels opened 
fire upon them from a log house on the ex- 
treme left, The bullets fell thick os hail. 
Here tho greatest loss occurred among our 
troops. ‘The rebels were driven out. The 
troops took possession of the house and se- 
cured a lot of provisions contained therein 
Fifteon or twenty rebels, who continued to 
hold the stronghold in the centre of the ra- 
vino, were§ closcly followed by the volun 
teers, who, cr on hants and knees, 
secured sholter buck of the ravine, statiding 
kneo deep in wator, ‘The rebels, partly «lis- 
lodged, ran along under cover of the bluff 
to their stronghold, Mrs. Tourin'’s house 
This ocenpied a couple of hours, when firing 
from the rebels, which during the first part 
of tho fight was very slight, became brisker, 
they fighting from behind trees, rocks, 
houses and in the rifle pits, 
Mra, Tourin’s house, around 
fight was hottest, is where Geo. 
lately Riel's prisoner, te 
has a price set on his head, nevertheless he 
bravely accompanies the troops and swears 
he will identify every rebel capture. 
At last, when our troops retired from the 
battle-field to camp, thirty mounted rebels 
oared from the bush behind

men, ‘The artillory was ordered to the rear 
to repel them, anda steady and well-direct

In the absence’ of a chaplain 
Gen, Middleton conducted the burial ser 
vices, ‘The death of Gunner Ainsworth, of 
A Battery, and Darcy Baker. of Houlton’s 
scouts, announced yasterday, ia fully con: 
firmed, The recovery of Lieut. Swinford is 
probable, but is yet attended with some 
doubt, Hopes of Capt. Clarke are still 
very favorable, A detachment was detailed 
to Inspect the ravine yesterday afternoc 
the details of which have not been ma 
known, Five Indians were killed near the 
place where the attack first began, and 54 
dead ponies were also counted on the field, 
The rebels had eight small rifle pits and one 
large one. Several pools of blood ’ were 
found in these, Fourteen ponies and twen- 
ty head of cattle were captured in the ra- 
vine yesterday. ‘The belief is now that the 
rebela suffered terribly from the tire, and 
mistaking tho retreat of our troops as a feint 
to possibly bring up more artillery, fled 
from their place of ambush, as none are now 
reported near the ravine, The coolness of 
the voluntwers in action is highly commend- 
ed, and although the result of the fight was 
at tiret doubtful it is now conceded that our 
troops were really the victors,

A British Admiral on India. 


Admiral W. T. Baxton, of tho British 
navy, was recently Interviowed in New 
Yor, On belng asked abou India, where 

he had sorved for many years, ho said : 

“India! What shall I tell you about 
India 7 It is a prodiglous country, with a 
population of about two hundred and forty 
millions, of which immense number tho 
valloy of the Ganges alono supports ninety 
millions. We hayo about 50,000 British 
troops there, rather loss than { required 
to waintaln order iu Paris, Thon there 
are about 180,000 native troops, a large 
part of whom, howover, aro used for 
police duty.” 

“What ts the character of the inhabi- 
tants 7” 

“That is such a general question that it 
is difficult to answer. Tho population 1s 
divided into numeroustribes and religtons, 
Tho peoplo range from coal black in color 
toashade about as dark as the average 
Spaniard. I think they are as faithful as 
can be expected of any conquered 
people, but then they are used to being 
conquered, From time immemorial they 
have been ruled by a strong hand ; 
in fact, that 1s the only way they can be 
ruled. Do TI think that we will stay 
there? Yes, unlocs the Russians breed 
such dissensions and revolutions that we 
will have to go, Itis hard to say who 
or what will succeed us, Tho Russians

Rassian protection—ho formed the pro- 
ject of equipping small army on the 
British systom, Tho ficat opportunity. 
for carrying this idea into effect occured 
in 1869, when among other valaable pros- 
ents of the Viceroy, he carried back to 
Cabul a sloge train of four 18-pounder 
guns and two 8-inch howitzers, a mount 
ain battery of six guns, 6,000 Saidors, 
15,000 Enfiolds and 100,000 rounds of 
small ammunition, This was the nuclous 
of tho armamonthe set himself tothe task of 
producing, upon which ho fondly hoped to 
be able to depend for the eatoty of his 
kingdom should the English dosert him 
when throatoned by the great Northern 
Power, ‘whose approach he even thou 
dreaded. To an ordinary person the task 
would have appoared superhuman, as Af- 
ghanistan was destitute of workmen and 
machinery, But Shere Ali was a man of 
unbounded energy, and he speedily sot to 
work to remedy the short-comings of his 
Ordnance Department A(tora vain effort 
to produce guns like those obtained from 
India, by the workmen on the spot, he 
solocted gua-smiths, and sent them to 
Peshswur tobe treined inthe arsonal 
Theso men returned to Cabul with dotail- 
ed drawings ot the guns, and complete 
models in weod. With such scanty ma- 
torlals and only tho limited experlence to 
be gained by a fow visita to tho arsenal, it 
is highly to the credit of Afghan workmen 
thad their gans were well made, and only 
doficlent*in the comparatively trifling 
matter of appearance, somo of tho Arm- 
strong breech-lcadors being exceedingly 
well turned out, Gun-carriages and limb- 
ers were made, partly on the model of 
those presented by the Viceroy, and part- 
ly on that of the guns captured in 1839: 41. 
Tho manufacture of small-arms did not 
turn out so successfully, but their ammu- 
nition, made solely by hand, was really 
excellent. Percussion caps, which long 
presented difficulty, were at last managed 
by the invention of a machine capable of 
turning out 6,000 a day. Thus, after years 
of persistent offorts, the Ameer of Afghan- 
{stan was ablo to place in the field during 
the Jate war a fairly-armed and well 
equipped force of, roughly speaking. 45000 
infantry, 6,000 onyalry, and over 300 guns. 
This total doea nob includs the countless 
masses of irrogulars, who, though ineffect- 
ive in open combat, would have proved 
exceedingly troublesome had our armies 
been worsted and compelled to retreat, 
The sudden collapse of Shore Ali's army 
cannot therefore be attributed to mere 
want of fighting material ; his source of 
woakneas lay in the want of discipline a- 
mong his troops and the gross incapacity 
of their leaders. Thore 1s reason to be- 
lieve that the present Ameer is endowed 
with sufliclent perspicacity to note the 
errors of his predecessor, and by avoiding 
thom to place the army ona better footing 
than obtained six years ago.

The London Post Office. 


The London postoffice {sa great institu- 
tion, A street divides the two depar- 
ments, one occupied by the buslness of 
lotters and papers, the other with tole- 
graphing. 483 Britain telegraphing is part 
of the regular postoflice system. The gen- 
eral postoflice building is an imposing edi- 
fice of the Ionic order. Itt» 400 feet long, 
130 wide, and 64 feet high. The best time 
to see the outside rush {s jusb before 
6p.m., at which hour the night mall 
closes, The rushis something tremen- 
dous. Errand boys, hatless clerks, busi- 
ness men, everybody jams forward to get 
his bundle of letters into the long zino- 
edged or copper-faced opening before the 
hour strikes, Exactly at the minute tho 
office closes, and all letters that are in 
haste must have an extra stamp on them 
if they are to go that night. The extra 
stamp business laste for anhoor. It isa 
sigho to seo the stampers at work. The 
stamper counts the letters, and whon ho 
hos stamped fifty ho hits his stamp on a 
long sheet of paper at hia righb hand, and 
thus the number of letters is estimated. 
A stamper in the London office can stamp 
about 6,000 letters an hour. Tho tele- 
graph building is samller and highor than 
the gévernment postofiice, It is 286. by 
144 feet and 84 feet from pavement to 
cornice, On the first floor are the cflicos 
of the postmaster general and the account- 
ant general. On the next floor are the 
sccretarios and staff, and io the two upper 
atorles 1s the telegraphdepartment. Tho 
instrument room is 126 by 80 feeb. Fif- 
toon million messages a year pass through 
it. Tho building is connected with the 
district telegraph’ offioks of London by 
pnoumatic tubes, and messages come 
throvgh literally with the spood of the 
wind Four engines in the basement 
farnish the wind.

Coats of mail aro atill in use among 
some of the Soudaneso Arab tribes, 
Whether original or a copy, says Col, 
Colbourne, in speaking of one of these | 
coate of armor, it was undoubtedly the 
dress of thé crusaders. The hauberk of 
mail was fastened round the body by the 
baltan, and formed a complete covering 
from head to foot./Che long, two-handled 
double-edged sword was borne between 
the leg and the saddle. The wearer of 
this medimval garb was Sheik Mohammed 
Sebokh, of the Halawin tribe of Bagarra 
Arabs. His armor had been in his 
family 310 years, The horse's head was 
encased in steel; and its body covered 
with a quilt thick enough to turn a spear, 
It was shaped like the armor one reads of 
in Froissart, 

{t has been assertell in connection with 
this curious subject that the practice sur- 
vives in the Soudan alone. Ib may, there- 
fore, be well to state that it is also found 
among the Khevsur people of the central 
Caucasus, who still habitually wear chain- 
armor, shields, and helmets, like medim- 
val knights. In fact, it was formerly 
general among all the Osucasian tribes, 
and the Ohechenzes of Daghestan still 
wore coats of mail down to the beginning 
of the present century.

An appeal is allowed from the decision of 
the arbitrators to the county council when

Sir Peter Lumsden in Disguise 


His Clever feat in the Afghan 
Country. 


One of the members of the English Lega- 
tion at Washington furnishes some interest- 
ing gossip regarding General Sir Peter Lums- 
den, of whom the papers speak daily by 
reason of his rvlations to the Auglo-Russian 
boundary question in Central Asia, From 
his youth, said this gentleman, Lamsden has 
been a man of war, He first saw it in ¢ 
service of the East India Company, and di 
tinguished hiuseif as a youngster in the ter- 
rible mutiny of 1857, Having a talent for 
the Hindustani dialects he studied them 
patiently and carefully. In this way Gun- 
eral Lumsden acquired a knowledge of the 
sentiments and character of the rank and 
file of the Indian army that to the service 
and couutry has been simply invaluable. 

When Sir Frederick Roberts was on his 
way tu Canidahar a few years ago it was of 
the utmost consequence that he should have 
some accurate knowledge of the route and 
the forces likely to oppose hiin in the moun- 
tain passes, This information Sir Veter 
Lumsden, in his own time and way, volun- 
teere| to obtain. ‘Three days elapsed and 
he had not returned, and General Roberts 
legan to be scriouslyconcerned for the safety 
of his daring staff officer, and finally thought 
he had been murdered, The General was 
sitting in his tent late in the afternoon of 
the fourth day when a dakir or holy man 
suddenly appeared riding furiously down the 
mountain side, and wanted to pass the sen+ 
tinel, woo was a grim olil Highlander, The 
sacred man was an extraordinary looking 
creature indeed, and the reverse of saintly 
ashe appeared to European eyes. He was 
almost naked, the only garment he wore be- 
a pair of dirty trousers made of goat skio, 
and his hair pearly reached to his waist as 
it hung down his’ shoulders and back, and 
the lean, brawny arms were covered with a 
paste mare of sandal wood ashes mixed with 
castor oil, a decoration of peculiar sanctity 
und a powerful smell. A rosary of sandal 
wood, consisting of ninety-nine beails, com- 
pleted the equipment of this wonderful ob- 
ject, The iman dismounted from his beast, 
whose heaving flanks told of hard Pane. 
Standing, and in a dialect of Pushtoo or Af- 
shan, he asked to see the head Sahib. The 

{ ler did not understand, and mo- 
tioned him back, Just then General Roberts

India’s Protection Against Russia 


An English paper, commeating on the 
difficulties Russia would encounter in an 
attempt to invade India, says: There are 
only three entrances {nto Hindoostan 
from Afghanistan—the Khyber pass, the 
Khoorum valley, and the Bolan pass, 
The former guards the end of tho road 
from Osbul to Peshawur, the whole 
length of which from the Jugdulluck pass 
to the north of the Khyber isa sorios of 
passes of the mosh rugged nature, The 
road peeen between gigantic precipioes 
and through dangerous mountain streams, 
and {is covered with immense boulders 
torn from the mountains, It is infested, 
moreover, by the GhiJzais, the most mur- 
dorous tribe in Afghan\stan. Tho Khoor- 
um valley route is not ao difficult, bub is 
contains the terrible Shuturgurdun 
(Oamot's Nook) pass, which is 13, feet 
high, the Hexardarakht defile, the pass of 
the Paiwar Kotul, tho deep Khooram 
river, which must be frequently forded, 
the narrow Durwaza pass, and othor ob- 
staclos which would form torrible impodi- 
ments toanarmy. Tho Bolan iat is of 
much the same character as the Khyber, 
the road from Osndahar to the Indus 
through it belng strewn with boulders, 
narrow, and blocked by streams and 
procipices, Tho heat also in {tls tor- 
rible, A’ vory small force could, in any 
of these gateways to India, successfully 
Oppose an onoFmous army,

The bottle was corked, and 
contained « colorless liquid, Oyor the 
plug had grown oix solid rings of wood 
besides the thiok bark, Thoro was a

They are 
not indigestible. Seven pounds’ weight 
may be often had fora halfpenny. Grapes 
in infinite rariety and cf the moat dell- 
cious kinds, from the huge long grape, 
which measures two inches, to tho tiny 
sultana, sweet as honey to tha taste. 

The curds or mast is simply made by, 
adding asmall portion of the rennet or 
else old curds to warmed milk ; in a few 
hours it sets intoa mass, the cream on the 
top.

In 
this sour state ibis preferred, and is eaten 
with honey, sugar, or grape sugar, Eggs 
boiled hard and dyed a gay color are 
much ¢aten; from forty to fifty can be had 
for 94, Theso things, then, form the 
cheap and varied diet of tho working 
classes. Beef, too, is eaten by them : 
never by the well-to-do. 

Tho townrpeopleand the wealthy among 
tho Persians devote much attention to 
goed living. reakfast genorally is o 
comparatively light meal, but consists of 
sovoral plats of varying merit, but always 
served hot ¢ it is taken“about noon: * At 
about 8 o’olock at night dinnor is kervdd. 
Persian cookery is ¢xtrayagant—partly 
because the Persians are lavishly hoepita- 
ble, partly because all house-servants are 
fod from the leavingeof the master’s table. 
Kabsbs cf avother kind’ to thoae we have 
described take the palm among Persian 
dishes tothe European taste, probably 
because they are free from grease. Small 
picces of lamb, the atze cfa walnut, are 
skewered on a slender rod of iron ; two 
pieces of loan and ayplece of the delicate 
fat of the hage tail of the Oriental ahoop 
aro pub on alternately, a soupcon of garlic 
or onion is added, aud the kababvis toast- 
ed over a fiercé fire and banded hot: it ix 
eaten with a little ralt anda squeezd of 
lemon, 

Pillaws are morely boiled meat, venison 
or fowls smothered in mountains of rice, 
This rice is delicately boiled, and a lit- 
tle clarified butter is added, Woe fear to 
say how much par a Persian will con: 
sume. Tiny chickens, quails, pigeons, 
doves, and young partridges are handed 
hot on the spit itself to each guest, Ex- 
cept the partridge, game is not much ap- 
preclated in Persia. Tho harols ot eat: 
on by the religious, and there are no rab- 
bite, 

Fich is seldom seen, eave on the sea 
coast. Entrees of various kinds aro served. 
They are nearly alwaya eaten with boiled 
rice, which is served plain, without but- 
ter, and termed chillaw, Among such 
entrees are the fizzinjahn, which consista 
of a chicken, partridge, or lamb mea 
bolled to rags, served hot with a sauce of 
pounded walnuts, pomegranate juice, 
and olarified butter. A similar entree is 
mado upon the same basos with untipe 
grapes and butter; another with stewed 
apricots and butter, or stewed plums of 
Bokhara and butter. All thesd are eaten 
with large quantities of plain boiled rice, 
seemingly very rich, yot in combination 
with tho rico they are to the Porsian taste 
delicious, and Europeans residing in Per- 
sia soon apprec'ate them, 

Confectionery and pastry aro consumed 
in largo qnontities. Lambs a week old, 
and wolghing only a few pounds, are roast- 
ed whvle and stuffed with dates, raisins, 
chestnuts, platachios, andalmonds, Duoks; 
tame or wild, are not muohiliked. Shor; 
bet, in large china bowls, is always sorved 
ab dinnor, It consiats of fruit syrups or 
ear 'suoret } it is usually Jecd, and is drynk 
from hugo wooden spoons, Theso are 
somotimes bo thin as\to be In parts trans: 
parent; they are of native manutagture 
and dolicately carved.

BATTLH AT BATOOHE.

Tho Gatling gun in charge of Capt, How 
ard did good service and early in the tight 
beat off detachments which Yaa crept up 
the ravine where they were posted andere 
charging A battery. 

Both torees camped on their own ground 
last night, and the battle will be resumed 
suly this morning, 

The firing was maintained with unwaver- 
ing success, the rebels boing forced to retire 
at points, 

arkable work, but failed 
with the nch's scouts to drive the 
enemy ott of their pits, Unfortunately 
they paid for their intrepidity by suffering 
inore than all the remainder of the attack 
force together. 

A French half-breed uamed Lotte, who 

caped from Riel’s camp, came into our 
lines on Kriday, He states that there were 
only 45 half-breeds in the fight at Fish 
Creek with a number of Indians, The loas 
of the rebels is put down at six killed and 
three wounded and the names are given, 
He gives the strength of Riel’s force en- 
trenched at Batoche as 500 armed men and 
that they have resolved to fight to the bitter 
end, Riel has proclaimed himself a prophet. 
The half-breeds, should Riel attempt to de- 
sort them, would shoot him. Lotte farther 
ways that after the Fish Crock fight the 
rebels wanted to kill their prisoners off 
hand, but Riel forbade them, Finally the 
rebel leader found it necessary to secrete 
the prisoners in a cellar, The halfbreeds 
are fairly well armen with rifles and shot- 
gaus, but the Indians have every kind of 
Weapon, including rifles, shot-guns, bows 
and arrows, clubs, awords, tomahawks and 
axes. Rifle pits have been dug at every 
place, and the insurgents believe they can 
at least hold out for several days, if indeed, 
they cannot maintain their position for a 
week to come, Their only difficulty is a 
scarcity uf ammunition, and they are doing 
their best to remedy that deficiency b; 
melting down everything available. Riel, 
Gabriel Dumont and the other rebel cap. 
tains swear over and ever again that they 
will never be taken alive, has a daily 
Seance at which he professes to perform 
miracles and cleverly succeeds in deceiving 
his followers, 

Wiyyirea, May 11,—Telegraphie com.

The Bruce Battalion and a New 
Brunswick battalion have also been ordered 
under arms, 

This afternoon the Garrison Artillery, 
from Montreal, passed through Ottawa, 
There were a large number of people at tho 
station to welcome thom, and they received 
aleontiad reception during their brief stay 
here, 

Lori Melynnd is on his way to Ottawa.to 
consult the Governor-General, it is thought, 
in respect of measures to be taken for the 
suppression of the rebellion, The situation 
is more sciious than was at first contem- 
plated, and a further force of cannon and 
Gatlings may bo necessary, 

‘The Government has under consideration 
the subjuct of a vote for the relief of settlers 
in the Northwest who have been driven 
from their homes ant had their property 
destroy ed by the rebels. 

Humnoupr, May 12.—Trooper Schoolfiel, 
of the Governor-( u's Body Guard, and 
David Drain, a scout, arrive! at sundown 
this afternoon, coming directly from Middle 
ton’s camp, where they were sont on Satur- 
day morning by Col. Denison, of the Body 
Guards, with messages for Middleton, arriy- 
ing at Batoche midday, The engagement 
hotween Gen, Middleton's forve aud rebols 
was then in progress, having commenced at 
nine o'clock on Saturday morning, A steady 
fire continued all day and night, Daring 
the night the rebels made a dash to get the 
fiold gun, but were driven back under a 
heavy fire from the gatling gau, All day 
Sunday, firing continuing, Both partles kept 
well under cover, and fired only on opp: 
tune ‘occasions, The rebels followed their 
old mode of warfare, having entrenched 
themselves in rifle pits, Gen. Middleton 
was equal to them and entretiched his force 
near the church within 300 yards of the re- 
bel stronghold. The fight had been going 
on all Monday. When the courier left 
there were only two killed—Private Thomas 
Moore, Royal Grenadiers; and Gunner 
Phillips, ‘* A” Battory, 

Batoony, Tuesday night, May 12,—Ba- 
toche was captured this afternoon aftor a 
short but desporate fight in which many of 
our brave volunteers were killed and wound- 
od. Karly this afternoon it was known by 
our men that the period of inaction within 
fire of the onemy’s rifle pits, which was so 
voxatious to them, was to be put an end to 
one way or another, within a short timo, 
but the General's plan was kept soorot, #0 
that tho affair would bo a surpriso as far ns 
possible under the circumstances, to the 
rebels, At half-past two o'clock the or 
were passed round, and all were in rondi- 
ness. Shortly after the men were quickly 
placed in position, and a rapid advance was 
made down into Batoche, the rebels’ atrong- 
hold. When within riflo range of the rifle 
pits and reserve, the order to charge at the 
double with fixed bayoncts was given, and 
it was made with tho regular, tromendons 
British cheers, The rebels who had re 
ner their fire, poured a volley into our 
forces, many of whom at this time bit the 
oat. Without flinching, however, tho 
brave follows dashod in among the robol 
pits, captured thom, and drove the rebola 
down before them into tho ravine, In tho 
ravine desperate resistance was made from 
the cover of tho brushwood. The blood of 
tho volunteora was up, however, and, aftor 
a abarp struggle, they anoceeded in oloaning 
the rebela out. The rebels withdrew hast 
ily, bat sullonly at last, to their 
tions in the village, Klated by their nud 
cons, our forces, with renewod loud choer 
ing, dashed down into Batoche, The robela

Abandonment of the Soudan. 


The decision arrived at by the British 
government to cuate the Soudan is a 
sensible ono, ‘There is neither glory or gain 
to be reapod in that field, and the perma- 
nent occupation of the desert region, with 
the obligation of maintaining peace and or- 
der among its hordes of fanatical barbarians 
would but add unnecessarily to the burdens 
of the British taxpayer and the responsibil- 
ity of the Imperial government, without the 
slightest compensating advantage.

the weight transportable for three cents 
from half an ounce to an onnce would cer- 
tainly not diminish the revenue and we «lo 
not think it would appreciably increase the 
weight of parcels or the cost of transportin, 
them, It woul simply do away with al 
worry as to whether letters are overweight 
or not, a8 it would be a very exceptional 
letter that would weigh more than an ounce, 
This change, at least, shonld be made at 
once, for, as it is, the Americans are able to 
boast that our rates are three times as 
heavy as theirs, a circumstance whiclt, 10 
far as it goes, is likely to produce a very 
bad impression.

Successful Feeding. 


Tho quantity of butter produced by an 
ordinary cow depends much more largely 
on the feed and care of the animal than 
is supposed. Amasa Scott, a Vermont far- 
mer, is reported to havo ralsed the butter 
ylold of ordinary cows to over 600 pounds 
a year, Here isthomothodadopted, It 
may be well worth thecarofulstudy of those 
farmers who want to make the most pos- 
sible profit out of thelr animals :— 

His method consisted in feeding solely, 
or almost solely omhay (or “dried grass’) 
grown on rich lend, heavily deeded, and 
ont before heading out,” Throe crops were 
taken annually, amounting to about four 
tons por acre. The cows had a food pas- 
ture in Sammer, with all ofthis hay they 
would eat, and In Winter wero kept ina 
warm stablo and fed this dried grasa with- 
out grain, Under this treatmentcommon 

cows wont up from less then 100 pounds 
of butter a year, in one case, to 604 pounds,

Experience with Fence-Posts. 


Ib seoms that there are some voxod 
questions that are never to’ be sottled, 
among whichare: When to cut timbor; 
how to make posts last; whether wheat 
will turn to cheese, and» whether the 
Various phases of the meon have an effect 
upon the animal economy, vegetation, tho 
weather, ot». I do nod expect to settle 
any of these problema, and shall not at- 
tempt to theorize or philosophise, but 
almply to state facts, 

With regard to the first proposition, I 
always cut my timber when I want to use 
it, and have nover yet discovered that the 
time of cutting has any effect upon its 
durability. 

About twenty-five years ago I fenced 
my gardenand house-yard witha poatfence. 
I think I cut tho posts in the winter, for 
Thaulod them on snow and set them in tho 
spring. They were thrifty white oak, all 
split from one tree, set butt-end down, and 

ked in the hele with emall stones. I 

ad w small heap of slaked limo which my 
brother told me to pnt around the. posts, 
aa ho had tried {t with good effect, I did 
40, putting about halfa peck of lime around 
each post on one side of the garden, which

I have discovered that some posta will 
last twice as long as othors apparently just 
like thom and under like circumstances, 
as somo of the yard fonco, by adding some 
now posts and propping, is yet standing, 
some fow of them are pretty sound yet, 
but most cf them are entirely rotted off.

By far the most difficult matter in the 
conversion of the steamer is its arma- 
ment.

On tho top 
of the forecastle two Vavassour guns are 
to ba placed, one at each alde, at a dia- 
tance of 26ft. or 30ft. from the bow. 
Lest the forecastle should not be strong 
enough to bear the strain put upon It, a 
massive bulxhead will be constructed 
below between tho main deck and the 
underside of the forcastle, and the whole 
of the superstructure will be firmly bolted 
to this bulkhead, which in turn will be 
fixed to the main deck. Immediately 
under the commencement of the uppor 
deck a 64 pounder gun will be fixed, and 
about thirty feetfnoarer midships a second 
64-pounder will be placed on each slde of 
the yessol. The carriages of theso guns 
will remain upon the main deck, and will 
be placed there without difficulty. No 
farther armament will be provided om 
this deck until the space between the 
upper deck and the poop near tho stern 
is reached.

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THE NORTHWEST REBELLION 


Capture of a Supply Train by Indians, 


HEAVY LOSS OF THE REBELS 
AT BATOCHE. 


CAPTURE OF RIEL! 


Poundmaker, with his Indians, moved 
around to the south of Battleford last week, 
and captured a supply train of 30 wagons, 
loaded with sup its for Col, Otter's force 
at Battleford. ‘The capture took place only 
about thirteen mile: m Battleford. One 
of the mounted polico escorting the supplies 
was killed, The teamstera were taken 
prisoners. 

WINNIPR 


May 15.—Ponndmaker, with 
his prisoners, is sald to be in the woods in 
the vicinity of Sounding lakes, south-west 
of Battleford. 

‘Two wagons had beon left by Indians and 
the ground was strewn with portions of the 
supplies, biscuit and forage Being scattered 
around ‘in every direction. The courier 
who gave the information observed the en- 
emy (lisappearing west over a ridge three 
miles distant, taking with them the train of 
supplies, There were 16 rifles in the outfit, 
but the onslaught by the Indians was so 
sudden that the teamsters were taken un- 
awares. The supplies are said to have been 
intended for Hudson Bay posts, but it is 
known they were for the Battleford column 
and did include a large quantity of ammuni- 
tion. 

Two hundred Indians were observed by 
scouts yesterday moving to Stoney reserve, 
south of Battleford, ‘They are on the war 
path, and the incident causes great excite- 
ment in both town and camp. 

Archbishop Tache has received word from 
a priest with Poundmaker’s Indians through 
Lepine juat arrived from the west that there 
are one hundred and five graves of Indians 
asthe result of the recent attack by Cel. 
Otter, and many more wounded. ‘The con- 
flict was terribly severe and fairly astound- 
ed the Indians, 

It is stated that $15,000 worth of Hudson 
Bay fara storedat Fort Pitt have been looted 
by Indians, 

The total casualties of the battle of Ba- 
toche are 8 killed anc 34 wounded, The 
loss of the vebels according to a despatch 
received by the Hudson Bay authorities was 
51 killed and 173 wounded. 

Bartierorp, May 15.—A party of seven 
mounted police on patrol near the entrance 
to the Eagle Hills were surprised by mount- 
ed Indians about ten miles from here. Con- 
stable Elliott was instantly killed and Con- 
stable Spencer was wounded in the body, 
but succeeded in riding away. The patrol 
was commanded by Sergeant Gordon, form- 
erly of Holland Landing. 

The teamsters captured by Poundmaker, 
it is believed, have not been killed but are 
held by him as prisoners, 

The Iudians now baying got on the Swift 
Current trail, there are grave dangers of the 
mippea being altogether cut off. Otter 
will have to weaken his force at Battleford 
by sending a large detachment to keep the 
trail clear, The result follows that Battle- 
ford is in as much of a state of siege as ever. 
Reinforcements must bo hurried forward. 
Itis expected that Col. Scott's Battalion, now 
at Qu’Appelle, will be sont here and another 
Battalion will be called up from Ontario. 
Col. Otter is powerless to make an aggres- 
sive movement until he has opened his com- 
munications, 

Crarke's Crossing, May 16,.—Louis Riel 
is captures He was taken about four 
miles below or northeast of Batoche on Fri 
day at noon, While patrolling the river in 
that locality Major Smith and the members 
of © company infantry school saw several 
rebels in the brushwood near by. Fire was 
opened on them, which was returned, A 
signal whistle was blown to warn Col. 
Boulton’s scouts, who were known to be 
near, and in a fow minutes several of these 
appeared on the scene, but the rebels had 
acattered. 

Three of the more daring scouts, Wm. 
Diept, Thos, Hourie and J. H. Armstrong, 

usher on through the brushwood and strik- 
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tng by chance along an unfrequented trail 
suddenly came out on the open prairie, 
where, within short rifle range, stood Riel 
and three rebela only two of whom were 
armed, The threé scouts at once bore down 
on the four rebels at the same time calling 
on Riel to surrender, His associates e4- 
caped, but Riel, secing the game was up, 
stood somewhat agitated until tho scouts 
arrested him. 

Meanwhile the remainder of the scouts 
were drawing near and Riel was hidden, his 
captors fearing some of their comrades 
would shoot him at sight, as many had 
sworn to do. 

The news of his capture spread rapidly to 
camp, and cansed great excitement and joy. 
Toward nightfall he wos brought in undor a 
string escot and all volunteéra wore not al- 
lowed to remain within or to appear un- 
armed to prevent the prisoner being shot. 

He was taken to Gen, Middleton's tent 
und wore a haggard, dissipated look. His 
actions were very nervous, and he continu- 
ally rolled his eyes from side to side, evi- 
dently fearing violence. His appearance 
was that of mnoned man, 

He gave the scouts the letter Gon, Mid- 
dleton sent him, which stated that if he 
surrendered no violence would be done him, 
but that he should have a fair trial. He 
know nothing of Gabriel Dumont, but un- 
derstood he had three wounds received be- 
fore Batoche. He had sworn not to be 
taken alive, 

Riel said his nights since the aasault had 
been spent in the bluffs near Batecho and 
that his wife and children were near by 
with some halfbreed women. Ho expressed 
himself as in mortal terror of the Gatling 
gun. 

In’ appearance Riel looks dilapidated. 
His clothes are old and dirty; his hair and 
beard long and unkempt. In short, there 
sooms very little difference in the outward 
appearance of Louis David Riel, ‘ president 
Pte rebels,” and the Montana bummer, 
Ho looks more dignified now, however, 
than when being brought bome in 9 Yankee 
Gein Passo nai Halls hepfLanclosararianitor 
and will be sont on to Clarke's Crossing, 
and thenoe to Regina.

The Anglo-Russian Trouble. 


Sr. Perenssuno, May 16. The Czar has 
given Gen, Komaroff a sword of honor with 
a gold hilt and scabbard set with diamonds, 
Accompanying the gift is a letter warmly 
praising the Russian commander for his 
military measures and prudence and the 
firmness he had exercised in his dealings 
with the Afghans, and expecially commend- 
ing him for his gallantry at the battle of 
Dash Kepri. A similar gift and letter were 
nent to Col. Zakejewki, Gen. Komaroff's 
chief of staff, Tho Transcaspian railway 
will be continued to Samaracand, 

Lonvox, May 17.—The promised official 
papers relating to the Afghan frontier ques- 
tion were laid before Parliament yesterday, 
They cover well known ground up to the 
Pendjeb incident, and throw no light what- 
ever on the nature of the negotiations since. 
The documents tend to show aggression on 
the part of Russia on the Ameer's territory, 
of which Herat is part. The Government 
has issued diplomatic papers to-day stating 
that it will be compelled to regard as hostile 
any movement of Russia toward Herat. 
The Government, therefore, is favorably in- 
clined to congider the question at issue be- 
tween England and Ru as settled satis- 
factorily to both countries, 

Lonpon, May 18.—The Times, referring 
to the Afghan papers, says much useless 
correspondence and mischievous irritation 
would have been avoidert if the Government 
had discovered earlier that the Ameer did 
not want Pendjeh. 

Sr. Perersnure, May 18.—The Czar reads 
carefully the debates in the English House 
of Commons and has expressed great aston- 
ishment ot Lord Granville's construction of 
the concessions which M. De Giers is al- 
leyed to be ready to make, The Czar re- 
cently summoned M, De Giers to Gatschina 
and opened the conversation by saying, ‘De 
Giers,. you have been promising far too 
much.”

The Gatling G 


It weighs about 1,500 pounds and is pre- 
cisely of the same design as the ordinary 
cannon. There are ten chambers that re- 
volvo in the barrel proper, and each cham- 
ber has an, independent lock. The main 
barrel is eight inches in diameter, ‘The size 
of the cartridge used is that of the 45 goy- 
ernment rifle calibre. Each feed drum con- 
tains 240 rounds. The firing is done by op- 
erating a crank, the cartridge is exploded 
by a hammer which works with such rapid- 
ity that 120 cartridges aro fired a minute. 
The movement of the gun can bo so adjust- 
ed a4 to make it either stationery or oscil- 
lating, so that tho gun practice can become 
cither scattored or centrifugrl in its execu- 
tion, At 700 yards the Gatling gun has 
hoon known to hit a 12x15 target 396 times 
out of 400 shots. At 1,200 yards 413 ont 
600 shots have struck a 9x25 feet target. 
To show the rapidity with which the gang 
can be worked, it might be explained that 
the time occupied in coming to action front 
from trot and tiring is 10 seconds; limber 
rear, mount and off, 13 seconds,

Asparagus is ofton seb too close. 
Pruning should not now be doferred.

The Bottom of the Sea, 


Thore has been much dispute as to tho 
quantity of light at the bottom of the soa, 
Animals dredged from below 700 fathoms 
eithor have no oyos, or faint i 2 
Of them, or olso their oyes aro very largo 
and protruding. Another strange thing is 
that, if the oroatures in these lower depths 
havo any color, it {a orango, or red, or 
reddish orange, Sea anemones, core 
shrimps, and crabs havo a brilliant color. 
Sometimes it is pure red or scarlot, aud 
in many specimens it inclinos towards 
purplo, Not a green ora bluo! fish is 
found, Tho orange-red is tho fish's 
protection; for the bluish green light in 
tho bottom of the ocean makes the oranye 
or tho red fish appear of a natural tnt 
and hides it from its enemies, Many 
animals are black, others neutral in 
colour, Somo fish aro provided with

Tho theory is that very cold woa- 
ther and plenty of snow “mellowa’ tho 
ground, kills insects and their eggs, and 
enriches the earth, 

Few growers saccced in mace turnips 
early in the séason, but it can be dono, 
The seed must bo sown very carly and in 
rich soll. ‘Thon the growth will take place 
before hob weather comes on, anda fine 
crop be the result. 

The beds and banka of streams may 
bo profitably utilized by Barone alittle 
watercress. ant will flour Rife Tons is 
always a crop to market, is one o} 
the Melatonin salads, and the demand 
for it is increasing. 

Grass, corn and tho smaller grains feed 
mainly near the surface, Top dressi 
is the beat method of manuring all theao, 
Clover and most root crops feed more 
deeply. Even with potatoes lt {s well to 
havea portion of the manure in the bottom 
of the furrow. 

Around every honse there will be found 
more or Jess bones, thrown out from the 
kitchen, and there are alao additions to 
this supply from animals that meet an 
accidental death on the farm. The'bones 
and carcasses of all such should bo saved 
and mashed into fertilizer. 

Before a man plants any froib exten- 
slyely he should ascertain how the vari- 
eties which he propoees to cultivate suc- 
ceed in his neighborhood. If he cannot 
ascertain, then plant moderately, ao as to 
“feel his way.” Tho variations on) ac- 
count of soil and climate are very great. 

The pastures in woodlota are generally 
s0 poor that they cannot be depended up- 
on. Where's maple grove can be formed 
by cabling cat other trees, the woodlot 
san sometimes be al used as a pas- 
ure, It should be seeded with orchard 
grass, that béing best adapted to growing 
in the shade, 

Acovrding to the Boston Cultivator, it 
is seldom that a crop worth the labor of 
rayne can be got in a bearing orchard. 

it could, in most cases it would be poor 
policy to attempt it. A well-cared-for 
orchard produces what sells for more than 
any other Me area on tho’ farm, and 
nothing besides its frult should be ex- 
pected of it. 

To grow trees after the original plan, 
as seedlings, and then tod-graft, even if 
considered desirable, is impracticable for 
general purposes of orcharding ; but if the 
principle, as generally admitted, is the 
eorrect one, then the preservation of as 
much of a desirable hardy seeding stock 
as is practiesble on large ni unds, 
{s certainly the desideratum sought afte: 

Banya sires complain of poor results 
from orchard. In the majority of 
cases it comes from neglect, and yery of- 
ten from an attempt to grow twocrops off 
of the ene piece of land—a crop of fruit 
and a crop of grass, The grass has mil- 
lions of roots which drawupon the soll for 
suecess, and it 1s absurd to expect young 
bree grow and prosper under such con- 

ons, 


No crop will be more quickly bene- 
fitted by manure than barley. Its growth 


borinp-talls, so that they nan burrow in 
the mud, The surface of tho submarine 
mountain is covered with shells, like an 
ordinary sea-beach, showing that it {s the 
oating-houso of vast shoals of carnivorous 
animals, A cod-fish takes a wholo oyater 
into its wouth, cracks the shell, digests 
the meat, and spits out tho rest.

Tracking the Thief.

money and gunboats, and ask her to put

Three bays of newspapers were in the 
mails captured with the train, and were 
opened, The news of the surrender of Riel 
demoralized the Iudiins and made them 
come in, 
Riel s appeals brought the Indians east, 
and they are now encamped forty miles 
south-east of Battleford, The half-breeds 
say that Riel ordered them to join Pouud- 
maker, and blame the Stoneys for most of 
the outrages, A delay of three or four days 
would have seen Poundmaker's Indians at 
Batoche, ans greatly increased the difficulty 
of General Middleton's tasle 
A despatch from Prince Albert, via Hum- 
bolt, to which point it was taken by a 
courier, announces the arrival there of Gen 
Middleton and the troops under his com 
mand. They were tendered an ovation by 
both citizeus and the Mounted Police, who 
were much rejoiced in the defeat and the 
captiye of Riel. Capt, Steele telegraphs 
froin Prince Albert that all three of the 
Hudson's Bay Company's boats are now at 
that point, and are in reatliness to proceed 
to Battleford with the troops if the state of 
the weather permits of this mode of transit, 
An immediate start way expected when the 
courier left,

and dear on Their blood will be re: 
quired at some one’s hand, The people 
should, however, be recomponsed for the 
erty, and they shonld be 
recompense ab onve, If this is not don 
there will bo inmoriate, great and unneces 
ary suffering. Many families, Who were 
comfortably off a couple of months ago, are 
now entirely destitute, As they themselves, 
with a rathor grim joke put it, there is no 
property in Saskatehowan now but real os 
tate, aud that fs strictly land, It is vow 
too late to get in crops this year, even had 
the settlers horses and implomenty, which 
they have not, ‘There should be no delay 
in appointing @ commission to sottle these 
grievances ‘Tho rebellionsly inofined half 
Droods’ grievances have been hastily sottlod, 
and probably with some liborality, ‘The 
Government should be at Icast as prompt 
wd ag genorous in their treatment of the 
loyalists who have suffered so muc h.

The answer 
of logal fraternity to this contention is brief, 
viz: Such a law would ever bar a poor may 
from yetting justice, ‘This answer is poor 
consolition to a publisher in a case similar 
to that mentioned above Four libel shits 
out of five, if not nine out of ten, which are 
brought, fail before a jury because there is 
really no case, Experience, bitter to many 
a publisher, has demonstrated that in actual 
practice it is the publisber nearly always 
who is the victim, or at lenst that writers 
usually know when they are violating the 
law better than do the inexperienced, which 
is the cause of the failure of so many suits, 
The legal answer to our contention does not 
hold good in the matter of libel, It is not 
poor nien who are apt to be libelled, as 
they are usually in the quict paths of 
and not subjects of public discussion or cri 
cism. To say that no impediment shonld 
he placesl in the way of the poor in their ef- 
forts to‘ escape oppression by the wealthy, 
correct, Stich impediment would tend to 
demoralize society, destroy freelom, and 
make the poor the prey of the rich. But 
none of this applies to the subject under 
discussion, where the publisher is likely to 
be as poor as bis sesa\lanpacleina cannes 
titled to the protection of the law from 
unjust attack unser the false name of libel. 

What is wanted is such legislation as w 
protec a publisher from being assailed un- 
less there is a real caso of libel. A prima 
facie case is easily maile out, as under the 
present system only one ride can be heard 
at the preliminary trial. 7/ia should be 
changed. Then, if the case be made ao 
criminal one the defendant's mouth is 
closed; he can make no explanation, give no 
testimony, but must depend on evidence 
entirely aside from his own for his defence; 
he who knows most about it can haye no- 
thing to tay in hs own bebalf. This should 
be chauged. ‘Then, if a publisher is lead 


innocenily into dving an injustice to any per- 
son, and is willing to make as public the re- 


paration as was the offense, he should be 
allowed to do so, and this should protect 
him from fur'her prosecution, Bat-when it 
ia cl established that a journalist, for 
the furtherance of ulter ends, for the 
wreaking of his own private vengeance, or 
for any other reason, so far prostitutes bis

‘A farmor, to be saccessfal, should never 
soll poor sheep, bab sell fat ones and fat- 
ten the poor ones, Somo farmors do nob 
claiming that they can make 


atablo hoop, r 
them thrive out of doors, Now it is ab: 
surd to tell people that ahoop will do bet 
ter out-of-doors, and that it doos not pay 
to sholtor them. 
shoop fat out in the wet and cold, would 
make a good success of feeding in sholter, 
if he would pub his attontion to his work 

like ho would havo to out-of-doors, A 

man should never keep more sheep than 

ho can shelter without crowding, although 
some breeds will stand crowding more 
than othora will. 

Tho firab thing in feeding Is to be rogu- 
lar. Feod at acertain hour, and then 
stick to that time ; for where feeding is 
done with regularity, you can go about 
the stable and aheep will nod pay any at- 
tention to you until the feeding hour, 

Second is cleanliness. Keep tho troughs 
clean, and do not Jeb thom stand in the 
wot manuro, but use plenty of straw. 

Third, I would say that good hay or 
corn-fodder should be used. If you have 
poor hay, feed itto tho cattle, but never 
to thesheep, Corn shelled and mixed 
with oats and bran mikosa good feed, 
bub when the farmor has the money, it Is 
good to buy oll-meal ; bub we do not al- 
ways have the money. Tho beat rations 
are shelled corn, one bushel ; oate, ono 
peck ; bran, one peck, and to make certaln 
that they get salt, mix a small amount 
with the grain, for feedora are apd to be 
forgetfal when it comes to giving ono 
cold morning. 

Tho last, and most important, 1s water, 
A great many farmors claim that sheep 
do nob need any water, I often wonder 

how they would like to be fed on bread 
and potatoos for six months without 
water, Water is necessary to animal ex- 
{etence, and why deprive them of it? 
To feed successfully, sheep should havo 
water accessible atall times. In these 
days of bored wells it will pay a farmer 
to have a well by the aheep stable, 

Do not scare your sheep, but mako 
thom know that you are their friend, and 
thoy will thrive ; and {t will bea pleasuro 
to stand inthe stable and wa' them 
erick cornand eathay without being on 
the watch to see lf any danger is near, 
Shoot all stray dogs and some that are 
not stray. I believe the best motto would 
be, shoot all dogs not with their owners, 
and it woald be better for the farmerand 
shepherd. 

To Preserve Fence Posts. 

A correspondent of the Country Gentle- 
man recommends saturating fence posts 
with crude petroleum by boring a half 
dozen holes into them obliquely, near the 
butt, with a three-quarter inch bit, then 
filling with petroleum, and plugging to 
prevent waste. After the operation the 
posts should He in piles a week or ten 
days, when tho pores of the wood will be 
completely saturated as high up as they 
are epecially liable to decays A paint 
composed of raw linseed oil and pulveriz- 
ed charcoal {s then spread freely over the 
lower endof the posts, and six inches 
above the rurface line when set. White 
oak pests, cut In February, and sawed 4x4 
at tho buts end 4x2 at the top, and pre- 
pared as dir: cted, are claimed to be good 
for eny man’s lifetime, {f occasfonally cov- 
ered with a fresh coat of cheap paint, A 
four inch wido strip, one inch thick, 
should bo nailed on fora top rail, and the 
pes then sawed off square, when a five 

ich atrip nailed to top of posts, and edge 
of the four inch strip, will keep water 
from getting Into the tops of the posts 
and rotting them. Two etrands of barb- 
ed wire below the top strips will make a 
fence that will turn cattle and look well. 
The wire should be put on in warm 
weather to secure the (des tension, and 
one or more additional strands should be 
used if sheep or awine are to be pastured. 


To Kill Wheat Smut. 

A correspondent, atthe risk of bein, 
laughed at by sclentific men, contribut 
to the American Miller his experience in 
clearing his wheat from the black smut. 
Before applying the remedy the men at 
threshing time wero as black as Africans. 
‘Tho wheat, before sowing, was soaked for 
to hours inetrong lye made from wood 
ashes, and was then sown while yot wet. 
The application made the young wheat 

fants look as if a coat of manure had 
en spread upon the land. After two 
years smut entirely disappeared from the 
farm, and none has boon seen alnce, al- 
though the experiments were made near- 
ly forty years ago, Our advice in to try 
such remedy ona small scale before 
risking the entirecrop. Lye will quickly 
start the hull from grain, and it will also 
eat the akin off the hands of those who 
may handle it. It 1s customary to roll 
and dry soaked seed in plaster of Paris 
before trying to sow it by hand or with a 
machino, The remedy, if effectual, would 
doubtless be equally applicable to oats 
and other spring grains,

ornot, Ihave had atrangors como Into 
my store whose facial appearance indicat- 
ed that thoy wero the alaves of the habit, 
and so far as I know,thero is no sure 
curo for ib except to ehlin the drag as one 
would a viper, 

The opium used by the Chinose fs of an 
inferlor quality, and {8 brought to this 
country in the form of a paste, put up in 
small round foil-lined boxes similar to 
thoae used for pills, The pipo is a cur- 
fous-looking contrivance, and might be 
taken fora common walking stick wero 
ib not for tho little motallic bowl placed 
midway betweon the mouthpleco and the 
ond of the stem. The stom Itsolf is con- 
structed of bamboo, one ond being plag- 
ged, the other fitted with an ambor or 
motallic tip. In the bottom of tho bowl 
aro twosmall holes, one of which leads 
through into the stem, the other only 
about half way. 

Tn using the pipe aamall quantity of 
the opium paste is rolled up Into a pellet 
and placed on a wiro, the end of which 
is Inserted in ono of the holes in the bow 
ofthe pipe. The smoker strotches his 
orher form on the floor or a low divan, 
as tho case may bo, aud fe hhe oplom 
by applying the bowl of the pipe to the 
Meme eeCeaR charcoal brazier. If 1b be 
his first attempt tho Initial whiff will bo 
sufficient to partially strangle him, as the 
fumes of burning opium are exceedingly 

ungent and distasteful. Very soon he 
Reece accustomed to the peculiar taste, 
and gradually succumbs to its influence, 
as ono does in taking an anesthetic, and 
finally drops off into adeop sleep. I tried 
it once and that proved auflicient for me.

Britian {s enormous, Daring the compll-

Increasing Size of Ocean 
Steamers, 

The Etruria, the latest addition to the 
Cunard fleet, has made her trial trip. She 
is auld to be the most powerful steamship 
in the world, Her dimensions are; 
Length, 520 feet ; baeadth, 67 feet Sinches ; 
depth, to uppor deck, 41 feet ; to promen 
ade deck, 49 foot ; tonnage, 8,000 ; horse- 
power, 10,000, 

Comparing these with the dimonsions 
of the first steamships that crossed the 
Atlantic by use of steam during the entire 
voyage, and it will be seen what amazing 
progress has been made in increasing the 
size of sea-going steamships. The dimen- 
stons of the Sirius, which left Cork on the 
4th of April, 1838, and arrived at New 
York on the 22nd of that month, were; 
Longth, 178 feet; breadth, 26 feeb 8 
inches ; depth, 18 feet 3 inches ; tonnage, 
not, 450 ; horse-power, 270, The dimen- 
stons of the Great Western, which left 
Bristol some days later than the Sirius 
and arrived a few hours later on the day 
of the arrival of tho latter vessel, were : 
Length, 236 feet; breadth, 35 feet 4 
inches ; depth, 23 feet 3 inches; tunnage, 
1,340 ; horse-power, 400. 

The difference in the speed of the two 
classes of ships is also nearly as greab as 
the difference in tonnage. Thus, the 
Great Western's best time was 12.88 
miles, while that of the Etruria ls oxpected 
to be twenty-one miles per hour, On 
her last tripfrom Queenstown the Umbria, 
the sister ship of the Etruria, for twenty- 


‘four houra made twenty nautical miles per 


hour, 

Yet, after all this enlarged size and 
this increased speed, it is only the great 
ocean steamers carrying large numbers 
of saloon passengers that are af present, 
on account of the great trade depression 
the world over, making money. 

It may bo interesting to the marine 
antiquary to know that the Sirius, which 
was built in 1836, was stupidly lost a few 
years after she had made two trips to 
New York, on tho Smith’s rocks, to the 
east of Cork harbor, and that the Gres 
Western, which was built in 1838, was 
broken up in 1858, @»

Statistics Concerning Women. 


Almost all the Southern States have » 
nearly equal rumber of each sex, In 
Massachusotta the females botwoon twen 
ty and fifcy years of age exceed the malex 
ofthe same age by about 44000. In 
soventy-cight cities the excess of fema es 
is 148,000. That illiteracy prevails more 
among women 1s duo probably to the for 
eign population. Women contribute leas 
to pauperiam, tho prep ortion being 31,000 
to 36,000. Lhe ratio of prison inmates 
atands 6,068 women to 54190 malos 
Women aro {nu ex:0ss among the insano, 
mon in excess among the idiotic, blind 
and deaf mutes, The proportion of wo- 
men who engago in occupations outside 
of the household is amallor in the United 
States than in foreign countries, but in no 
country is the proportionaty number en- 
gaged in superior industrial occupations 
equal to that in this country. Of the 
2,647,000 womon in occupations 595,000 
ere engaged in agricultare—most of them 
colored women in the Southern States ; 


632,000 are in manuvfactories, of whom 
about one-half aro in Now York, Mass- 
achusetts snd Ponnsylvantia ; 282,000 are 
milliners, &>., 52,000 are tailors. Of the 
forty-four occupations recorded as ‘‘per- 
sonal! service,” torty find women in them. 
The 526 female surgeons of 1870 have 
increased to 2,473 ; the 7 lawyers to 75; 
the 65 clergymen to 165.) The number 
of laundries has increased from 61,000 in 
1870 to 122,000, and of the Jatter 108,000 
aro kept by women. This fargo increase 
shows a great lightening of the housewife's 
labor.

Ib will be remarked that in rone of 
these casos of murderous violence werethe 
known or alleged perpetrators vulgar 
criminals, or of the ignorent walke of so- 
ciety : that there was every roascn, as 
there was overy indication, that the vic- 
tims felt the profoundest sense of security 
in their presence, and that the events 
themselves were as startling as horrible, 
And yet suggestive ina way as the crimes 
aro, itdoes not tend to lessen our confi- 
dence In our daily or chance surround- 
ings. This is well, for we do nob believe 
in what is styled the ‘tepidemio of crime” 
nor Ima any apecialist ever been able to 
show (save, perhaps, in forms of robbery, 
banco, and the like) that the brutal 
crimes were ever more than coincidences, 
or the results of organized bands of des- 
peradoes following up devices which have 
proved succestfal in bafiling tho police. 
An icstance of this was the great preva- 
lene of garroting in London at one time ; 
but this was summarily stopped when an 
Act was passed sending the cffendersto 
Nowgate, tuere to be fl gged in the most 
exemplary fashion ; (hen garroting ceased, 
But the mere phases of the taking of hu- 
man life arenot epidemic, aud it is be- 
cause of uhis that the cases cited may be 
regarded as phenomenal, although they 
are all remarkable.

Thore 
are, however, a class of sulcides and mur- 
ders which are often proclaimed by their 
perpetrators, eni these certainly, merit 
some prompt action. Itisan ordinary, 
everyday case to hoarof men and women 
declaring murde.ous intentions, which are 
lightly dismissed, only to find afterwards 
that the threata have been carried out. 
And, finally, much of the misery that 
comes from violent deaths can be directly 
tracod tothe recklesysale of firearms, drags 
and poisons, and to the wandering at 
largo of partially or wholly insane people ; 
and wo imagine that no better service 
could be done to socisty than a thorough 
investigation, by competent authorities, 
of what measures should be taken to pro- 
tect its members from murderous self- 
violence or otherwise, 
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Abuse of High Health.
